our midst who have money lying idle 
are the slowest to take hold of man- 
ufacturing 
enterprises, 
choosing 


rather to loan their means on real 
estate'security to people who have 
the enterprise but not the ready 
mondy with which to make it. availa- 
ble. By this sort of policy a curious 
atateof aftairs is brought about: the 
mau of moderate means puts up for 
security about everything'he has— 
his home, it may be—and takes all 
tbe risk, while the moneyed man sits 
at ease with his mortgages and is 
not much concerned whether the 
new enterprise succeeds or fails, for 
he is safe in any event. Now we 
submit that this is not the right way 
to build «p a town. The men who 
have money to spare, and who can 
afford to take some risks, should not 
retire into their shells so habitually, 
and permit those who can least af- 
ford it to take all the chances. The 
Bramble lock factory was lost because 
of this spirit, and the enterprises 
epoken of by "Observer" are liable 
to fail for tiie same reason. The 
project to start a creamery in Deca- 
tur—one of the most important en- 
terprises that it is possible to inau- 
gurate for the good of the whole 
community—is in danger of falling 
through for the same reason, and it 
is timeHhat we were waking np to a 
realization of the peril we are in, be- 
cause if we allow these opportunities 
to-pass by they will be caught np by 
other places which possess more pub- 
lic spirit, and we will discover our 
folly when it is too late to remedy it. 
We are well aware that we have a 
good deal of enterprise and a good 
deal of money in Decatnr, but the 
unfortunate feature of the case is 
(and it has been so for a quarter of 
a century) that the enterprise and 
the money are not the property of 
the same men. Enterprise is a good 
thing, and so is capital, but they 
most move in concert in order to do 
tbe greatest amount of good.
